The operational 
division is located in the fortifications at Vrmac and ia commended by Captain 
Ist Class Oktjebrski, brother of the Soviet Supreme Commander of the Black 
Sea squadron. In addition, there are five to six younger officers, 50 to 70 
sailors and technical persomel. A radio station is located at Zelenika. 


2. The U-beats are not modern. Three large ones with no markings and camouflaged 
with colored paint, are equipped with 75 ma. desk guns, Russian model. Six : 
gmall ones, Gorman "Model 41", camouflaged grey-green, with no visible markings, 
having 25 mm. deck guns, Czech model, The three lergs U-boats are usually 
moored at Cavtat during the day; at night they put out to sea, usually in 
the direction of Korcula. Three small U-boate are at present based in Budva, 
and the three others ere constantly on patrol between Uloinj and Albanian ports.
